SELECTMEN SEEK 
SORRENTINOSUIT 


The Board of Selectmen, late last 
night, asked the New Hampshire 
State Police to cnotact Town Coun- 
sel Philip Buzzell, now on his an- 
nual vacation in that state. The 
Selectmen want to initiate court 
action to enforce the zoning by- 
law against the operator of Baby 
Beach, at Silver Lake. 

They had spent some time in an 
attempt to reach Mr, Buzzell by 
telephone, and also some of his as- 
Sociates in his Boston office, who 
are familiar with Wilmington’s 
problems, All were on vacation, 
as was Mr, Buzzell’s secretary, 

The sudden call for Mr, Buzzell 
was the result of an emergency 
meeting held in the town hall, 
Wednesday evening, with 21 resi- 
dents of Grove Avenue, over the 
problem of Baby Beach, 

The residents, represented by 
Attorney Joseph F, Courtney, res- 
pectfully requested that the Board 
take immediate action in court, or- 
otherwise, to stop commercial op- 
erations at Baby Beach and other 
properties at Silver Lake con- 
trolled by Angie Sorrentino of Lo- 
well, 

‘The meeting, whch lasted about

beach area. Two of the pictures 
showed minature dust storms, 
which, it was alleaged, was partly 
the result of the operator bringing 
in additional sand for his beach, 

Attorney Courtney told she Sel- 


ectmen that the meeting was the 
result of the postponing of a Board 
of Appeals hearing, the previous 
evening. The hearing, on the 
beach operation, he said, had been 
postponed on technicalities to Sept. 
‘Ith, 

Courtney told the Selectmen that 
delay would result in the contin- 
ued illegal operation of the beach, 
thru the end of the season, 

He stated that the residents con- 
sidered that this was intolerable, 
and that there” were only three 
courses open to them for relief, 

1, They could bring suit on the 
basis of a private nuisance, which 
would be very time consuming, 

2, They could rely on the town 
to act immediately to enforce the 
Zoning By Laws, or 

3. They could seek a court or- 
der compelling the town officials 
to enforce the laws of the town, 

He pointed out that neither he 
nor the neighbors wished to em- 
barrass the town by bringing such 
a suit against ft, Courtney urged 
instead that the Selectmen take 
immediate action to enjoin the

1730 House burned 


The interior of the front part of 
the 1730 House, better known to the 
people of Wilmington as the Sham- 
rock, was burned, in a fire which 
was discovered about 11 pm Mon- 
day. o 

The fire had apparently been 
burning for some time when itwas 
discovered, by Office Ballou ofthe 
Wilmington police, and three other 
persons, unknown to the Fire De- 
partment, 

Ballou noticed smoke coming 
from the building at 11 pm, and 
radioed the information to head- 
quarters, The information was re- 
layed to the Fire Department, who 
were receiving three calls at that 
time, with information that it was 
a ‘building across from Photon’ and 
‘The Whitefield School’ 

Only when the fire trucks arrived 
on the scene was it known that it 
wee the old Shamrock which was on 

e. 

The fire, according to Chief Ar- 
thur Boudreau, started in the base- 
ment, and worked its way up the 
Stair wells, He could not ascribe

the reason for the fire, but believes 
it was burning for some timebe- 
fore it was noticed, The tightly 
sealed doors and windows kept it 
from spreading too fast. 

The house is one of the land 
marks of Wilmington, having been 
built by Benjamin Harnden, the man 
who accidently killed an Indian 
Squaw, and thus precipitated the 
Harnden Massacre of 1706, 

Although the date 1730 has been 
ascribed to the house, it probably 
was built earlier, It has been the 
home of many Wilmington notables, 
including Samuel Eames Esquire, 
who was Town Clerk for many 
years after the Revolutionary War. 

The name ‘Shamrock’ isderived 
from the time that it was a board- 
ing house for many of the Irish 
employees of the tannery which 
was across the Street - known in 
its later years as the Harriman 
Tannery, 

It is not known whether or not 
the home will be repaired,

afoot, both children and adults. I feel that parents,

\ ponsibility to teach their children safe conduct and 

then see that this safe conduct is carried into the 
out of doors, 

I suggest and hope that the Board of Selectmen 
will direct the Town Manager together with the Police 
Department to begin at once an intensive safety 
program,

For Editorial Comments: 

1, The Town Manager, quite properly, was di- 
rected to take any appropriate action he deemed 
necessary. 

2, The Police Department is well aware of the 
problem, Mr. Imbimbo, now acting Chief, and Sgt. 
Mary Langone of the Women’s Traffic Division have 
visited every school room, every year, with detailed 
lessons for the youngsters on traffic hazards. 

3, It might also be reported that Wilmington’s 
three kindergartens also have lessons on traffic 
hazards, which undoubtedly are effective. As an 
extenston of this type of teaching, one can see in 
last week’s town crier, a picture of traffic lights 
posted in a classroom for the children in Operation 
Head Start, 

4, It-would be wrong to say that the town has 
done everything possible, for there is always some- 
thing more( can be thought of, but the town, thru 
police de) ment, schools, and kindergartens, is 
doing its part, Parents are the unknown quantity, 
Parents often object to speeding cars, it is true, 
but do they teach the children to avoid going onto or 
near the streets?

In answer to #1 Altmanasserted 
that, by law, Mr. Elia was entitled 
to a notice and a hearing, which 
he had never received, Altman 
further claimed that Ella had re- 
ceived no notice on the status of 
his license in the past few years. 

‘The truth of this allegation was 
ascertained when Town Clerk Es- 
ther Russell was called in and re~ 
ported that no notice had been sent 
to Mr. Elia since 1957 (to which 
notice he didnot reply). Under fur- 
ther questioning Mrs Russell sta~ 
ted that there were six unrenewed 
licenses in her files, but only on 
Elia’s have revocation proceedings

Altman made a number of points 
in attacking the Town's case, 

The deeded owner of the proper-

He pointed out further that Elia 
was still maintaining the under-

A special legal aspect of the 
case derived from the fact that the 
license for the property at 365 
Middlesex Avenue was in exist- 
ance before July 1, 1936, 

Altman brought out that Massa~ 
chusetts law speifically states that 
licenses issued after July 1, 1936, 
may be revoked for non-use, This 
he interpreted to mean that licens- 
es issued prior to that date have 
a special status and cannot be re- 
voked for non-use, 

The Town Clerk, in her testi- 
mony, said that there was nothing 
in the files under Rodney Buck 
prior to 1951, but that several of 
the licenses had annotations which 
showed that there had been a li- 
cense prior to July 1, 1936, 

There was an amusing interplay 
in the fact that licenses for Roger 
Buck and for Rodney Buck (who 
owned the Elia property in past 
years) were in the same folder, 
Rodney Buck had had his license 
for North Wilmington, and Roger, 
a distant cousin, had his for the 
place that is now the Merrimac 
Cleaning building, No one seemed 
to realize that the two files were 
intermingled. Mr, Black explained 
that there had been a Buck Bros 
store in Wilmington Square, and 
seemed to assume that the Roger 
Buck Garage was that store. 

Altman summed up his argu- 
ments with three major points; 
(1) Since no revocation proceedings 
have been instituted against the 
other licensees who have failed to 
keep their licenses up to date, Elia 
is being singled out for unfair 
treatment, as a ‘guinea pig’; (2) 
Legally, the license can only be 
revoked for ‘good cause’ and not 
for arbitrary or capricious rea- 
sons; and (3) A license issued prior 
to July 1, 1936 has a special, pro- 
tected status under the law, 

After hearing Altman Mrs Drew 
suggested that the board agree not 
to revoke Elia’s license provided 
that he accept three restrictions; 
(1) That the license must be acti- 
vated with in a certain number of 
years; (2) That the service station 
be completed without any requests 
for variances of the zoning by-law; 
and (3) That the access to the ser- 
vice station be approved by the 
Police Department and the Super- 
intendent of Schools. 

Niles and Bender concurred with 
Mrs Drew in imposing the restrict- 
dons, on the license, but Black ob-

As pointed out in my letter of July 
16, in‘ the only Massachusetts de- 
cisions directly touching on the 
question, namely MacBrayne v. 
City Council of Lowell, 241 Mass, 
380, and Attorney General v. Loom 
is, 225 Mass, 372, both of which 
involved statutory offices, there 
were express charter or statutory 
provisions to the effect that the 
officer in question should serve 
till his successor was appointedor 
elected, I find it difficult to see 
why, if the ordinary common law 
principal referred to in the cases 
mentioned in my letter of May 7, 
1964 applies to statutory public 
offices, it should have been thought 
necessary to insert express pro- 
visions as to city clerks, G.L, 
Chap.

Another troublesome factor in

Children campers are highly 
Prone to tetanus since its deadly 
bacteria are found in the cultivated 
soils everywhere, and can be in- 
troduced into the victim’s body 
by the mere scratch of a thorn, 
the bite of an insect, or through 
any open wound and deep puncture 
which could occur during recrea-
